' EDITORS NOTE — Among the 
hills south of Gettysburg a de- 
cisive and bloody battle was shap- 
ing 100 years ago today. Here is 
how it might have'been reported 
by a correspondent at the scene.

^r GETTYSBURG (AP) -"Gen. 


1 
Robert E. Lee's Confederate army 
scored minor gains today but the 
chief Union defensive lines held in 
heavy,, bloody fighting among the 
hills south of Gettysburg. 


Maj. 
Gen. George G. Meade, 


commander of the Union Army of 
the Potomac, said late tonight aft- 
er a staff conference that his bat- 
tered forces plan to "stay and 
fight itl out" ori the same field 


•tomorrow. 


It is apparent that the action 


around this small (2,400 popula- 
tion) south central Pennsylvania 
town is becoming one of the ma- 
jor battles in the War Between 
the States. 


Fighting today' centered about 


Little Round Top, a hill on the 
left flank of the Union army,: and 
in a salient jutting out from the 
federal left. The Confederates cap- 
tured the salient; the Union kept 
the hill. 


For the second day, losses were 


high. The Union 3rd Corps, com- 
manded by Maj. Gen. Daniel E. 
Sickles, 37, a Democratic former 
congressman from New York, was 
badly 
damaged. 
Sickles 
was 


wbund'ed. Reports said he may 
lose a leg. 


The Confederate attack came 


.yate, about 4 p.m., thanks large- 


ly to a tactical disagreement be 


< 
tween Lee and his chief lieuten- 
ant, Lt. Gen. James Longstreet, 
commanding 
t h e 
Confederate 


right wing. 


Instead of attacking, LongstreeL 


explained, he wanted t o move 
around the Union army and fight 
defensively on a more advantage- 
ous field near the federal capital 
of Washington, only 65 miles away. 
'i The main assault fell upon the 
Union 
salient, pushed forward 


without Meade's- permission by 
Gen. Sickles. Meade had directed 
Sickles to remain in the Union de- 
fensive line atop Cemetery Ridge. 
"This brought the' left of the line 
into the low ground,-" explained 
Col. 
Thomas Rafferty 
of New 


York, one of Sickles' regimental 
commanders, "and into a position 
which enabled the rebels to at- 
* ick us with every advantage in 
their favor. 


"Sickles was satisfied his posi- 


tion was untenable should he be 
attacked and he had every as- 
surance that he would be, and in 
overwhelming numbers. At about 
2 p.m., our line was advanced to 
the new position. We had simply 
advanced to the front." 


Sickles' corps was overwhelmed 


I'yhile the rest of the Union army 


vvatched from Cemetery Ridge. 


Meanwhile, Longstreet saw that 


Little Round Top, which domin- 
ates the Union left, had been ig- 
nored by both sides. He dis- 
patched the 15th Alabama under 
Col. William C. Gates to occupy 
it. 


About the same time, M;ij. Gen. 


Gouverneur K. Warren, Meade's 
chief engineer, noticed the omis-

what his problems are, and the 
kind of hopes, fears and dreams 
he has., You can tell a lot about 
his personality. 


This index gets more accurate 


as a man gets older. At the oge 
of 10 months, it isnt worth a hoot 
—as a fellow then is still wear- 
ing those wraparound loin clothes 
common to both sexes. 


But by the time hes 10, out- 


little mans pockets have become 
a calendar of his being. They a're 
stuffed 
with 
the trinkets and 


treasures of what is known as 
"the crow age of childhood. 


At 20 all of this wonderful bag' 


gage of boyhood is gone. 


His pockets now contain such 


items as a handkerchief with his 
initials on it, some cribbed notes 
for use in his next exam, a photo 
of his best girl, a little book list- 
ing the names and addresses of 
all the other girls who ever said 
hello to him, a pipe and tobacco 
pouch, the keys to his jalopy, 35 
cents in hard cash, and a letter 
from his father saying if he wants 
more money hell either have to 
earn it—or get better marks in 
college. 


At 35 his pockets show another 


great change. 


Now they hold an address book 


noting 
his 
business 
contacts, 


pljptos pf his mate and their cubs, 
a half-empty .cigarette pack, a 
note from the bahli saying a pay 
ment is overdue on his last loan, 
a plastic five-year calendar pre- 
sented to him by an .insurance 
agent, a ballpoint pen, and $1.35 
in change doled out to. him that 
morning by his wife for lunch 
money.

. 


At 50 our mans pockets 
are 


stuffed as they havent been since 
he was 10,, But now what do we 
find? 


We find two or three pens, a 


pad on which to write memos to 
himself, 
photos of his 
grand- 


children, five credit cards, two 
dozen cards of business acquaint- 
ances, a letter from an old friend 
asking for a loan, a packet of 
paper hankies,, enough pills,, pel- 
lets and capsules to stock a drug 
store, a travel ad about Tahiti, 
three insurance company folders 
on how to retire early, and two 
well-worn $10 bills he has kept for 
emergencies since he was 45. 


At 70 our mans pockets bulge 


no more. They contain a piece of 
string he thriftily picked up while 
strolling, and the wallet the boys 
at the office gave him when he 
retired at 65. The wallet holds an 
old good luck dollar, a faded 
letter from the boss saying what 
a good job he did for the firm 
for 40 years,, and a card saying 
whom to notify in case some day 
he doesnt make it back home 
from the park 'bench where he 
sits and watches the world go by. 


His pockets have come 
full 


circle. 


NAACP Asks 
Integration

CHICAGO (AP)—The National 


Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People unanimously 
adopted today a resolution calling 
for a national civil rights legis- 
lative convention in Washington 
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The emergency resolution intro- 


duced at today's second session of 
the organization's convention also 
urged a much stiffer civil rights 
program than that proposed by 
President Kennedy 


While commending the Presi- 


dent's proposals as the best so far 
offered by any president, the reso- 
lution demanded these additional 
points to meet what it called "the 
minimum needs of the existing 
situation:" 


1 A Fair Employment Prac- 


tices Commission with subpoena 
powers and the power to enforce 
its decrees 


2 Extc'rid the authority of the 


attorney general to "initiate and 
file suits for the protection and 
enforcement of all civil rights" 


3 Provide sanctions against la- 


bor unions which discriminate 
against Negroes

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China-Russia 
Split Seems 
Certain Now

WASHINGTON (AP) — A shat- 


tering Russian-Red Chinese split, 
something the most cunning West- 
ern statesmen could not have en- 
gineered, seems certain now, per- 
haps this week. 


If this docsnt drive Russia clos- 


er to the West,, at least it will 
force her to divert more of her 
thinking and resources to coping 
with Red China in Asia.and else- 
where. 


This will be the best break for 


the allies since the cold war be 
gan. Rut it doesnt mean world 
peace is any closer or that the 
Atlantic partners will have sense 
enough to make the most of the 
crack in the enemy camp. 


On the contrary, they may start 


cutting capers of their own until 
they, too, make a mess of them- 
selves. 


They 
stood 
together 
solidly 


enough when they felt intense 
pressure and danger from Russia. 
When 
P r e m i e r 
Khrushchev 


seemed to relax,, they began to re- 
lax and to assert their ancient na- 
tionalism, which was exactly the 
basic cause of the Russian-Chinese 
split. 


French President de Gaulle buf- 


feted both the United States and 
Britain in what seems to be his 
dream of a French 
grandeur 


which belonged in another cen- 
tury. It is his wayi of trying to 
establish new French leadership 
in Europe., 


He barred1 Britain from the Eu- 


ropean Common Market, chal- 
lenged Americas loyalty to its al- 
lies if they were attacked,, and, 
using this for an excuse, is mak- 
ing his own nuclear weapons over 
American protests. 


This is probably only the be- 


ginning of the allies 
problems 


with one another. But if all these 
problems melted tomorrow, the 
Russian-Red Chinese split still 
wouldnt bring world peace closer. 


Last week Secretary'General U 


Thant of the 
United 
Nations 


guessed the Chinese Communists 
would explode their first atomic 
bomb this year or next. They have 
been working on it for years with 
little or no help from Russia. 


Just as De Gaulle is unwilling

BONN, Germany (AP) — Chan- 


cellor Konrad Adenauer of West 
Germany, speaking between meet, 
ngs with President Kennedy and 
President Charles de Gaulle of 
France, said Tuesday European 
unity "must develop in close part- 
nership with the United States. 


At the same time, he defended 


the new friendship treaty between 
France and Germany,, saying re- 
conciliation of the traditional ene- 
mies "is the prerequisite for any 
[orm of European cooperation. 


Adenauer expressed these and 


other views in an exclusive inter- 
view with The Associated Press. 
He also surveyed briefly his 14 
critical years as Chancellor of 
West Germany and summarized 
the accomplishment which . obvi- 
ously! has given him the most sat- 
isfaction. 


"A backward look at the past 


period of German political life in 
my 
opinion,, 
Adenauer 
said, 


"shows the greatest achievement 
in the .time that lies behind us 
to have been the re-integration of 
the Federal Republic into the 
community of free nations. 


At 87, Adenauer is preparing to 


retire, and turn over the govern- 
ment to Deputy Chancellor Lud' 
wig Erhard, 66. 


But Adenauer does not look for- 


ward to idle days at his home 
across the Rhine, in Rhoendorf, 
or his vacation retreat on Lake 
Como in Italy. He plans to write 
his memoirs, and he is ready to 
travel for his country if the new 
administration 
wants 
him 
to 


do so. 


The interview took place in the 


Palais Schaumburg,, where a week 
ago Adenauer conferred on Allan 
tic policy problems with Presi- 
dent Kennedy. There he will re 
ceive De Gaulle Thursday for the 
first round of talks prescribed un 
der the new French-German pact 
which cal|s for regular consulta 
tion between Bonn and Paris. 


The interview was based on 


written questions submitted in 
advance. Writen answers were 
authorized for quotation., The in 
formal exchanges in which he 
amplified his views were off the 
record. 


The talk covered relations be 


ween the Western powers and the 
Soviet Union, Adenauers confer- 
ences with Kennedy, his forth 
coming meeting with De Gaulle 
and his own plans. Expanding on 
the writen replies, his comments 
left no doubt that he is a frienc 
and admirer of De Gaulle anc 
that he was well pleased wit hhis 
talks with Kennedy. 


If his reactions appear con 


tradictory, it can be said tha.t he 
does not see them that way. Aden 
auer is convinced,, as Kennedy 
also has said publicly, that De 
Gaulle is committed to the es 
sentials of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization and that no 
discussions over policy will break 
the basic commitment. 


Here are questions and answers 


spelling out Adenauers views: 


Q. Since you and President de 


Gaulle signed a treaty early this 
year setting up a special relation 
ship 
between 
Germany 
and 


France there has been some ap 
prehension in the United States 
and other Western countries tha 
this relationship might develop 
contrary to the wider interests o 
the Atlantic Alliance. What is the 
purpose of the treaty? 


A. If you are to be able to 


evaluate 
the 
German-Frencl 


treaty rightly, you must see whai 
preceded it in the way of conflicts 
between France 
and German} 


over the course of centuries. Yoi 
must see, in addition, that France 
and Germany are threatened to 
the same degree by the Soviet 
Union.

Because 
thy augur so much for the benefit 
of mankind, may1 tlheyi be indica-' 
tivc of true and peaceful progress 
which would bring men together 
in a closer relationship of univer- 
sal brotherhood. 


"This is what we hear oftcM in 


:he discourse of your excellency, 
low the candor your words «*!- 
call the higher moral principles 
of truth, of justice and of liberty. 
We find a spontaneous harmony 
with that which our venerable 
predecessor. Pope John XXIII 
(wrote) in his last encyclical let- 
ter,, "Pacem in Tcrris," when he 
presented anew to the world the 
Church's constant teaching on the 
dignity of the individual human 
person, a dignity which the Al- 
mighty Creator bestowed in cre- 
ating man to his own image and 
likeness.". 


It was at this point that 'the 


pontiff spoke of Kennedy's efforts1 
to end discrimination. Then; turn- 
ing to the subject of v peace, he 
said: 


" Universal peace in charity and 


justice can be achieved,, and we 
feel that the efforts of the United 
States will bear fruit and help to 
secure for all peoples of this trou, 
bled world that peace which will 
enable them to prosper and to en- • 
joy the blessings which God in- 
tends for them.

"We extend to you a heartfelt 


welcome, and through your excel- 
lency we wish to send our greet- 
ings to Mrs. Kennedy,, to your 
family and to all the citizens of 
your country, invoking upon them 
the abundant blessings of God."

The Pope read from an arm-' 


chair, not a throne, siting at the 
same level as Kennedy alongside 
in another armchair. 


The Pope recalled meeting the 


President when Kennedy came 
with his father to the coronation 
of Pope Pius XII in 1939. Pope 
Paul also recalled he had visited 
the United States twice and com- 
mented: 


"We were able to experience 


personally the many admirable 
qualities which have made yours 
a leading member of the family 
of nations. The warm and sincere 
hospitality which was extended to 
us wherever we went left upon us 
a lasting impression." 


The papal audience for the rest 


of the President's party lasted 10 
minutes. 


Kennedy presented the Pope a 


desk box in vermeil gilded silver, 
lined in red velvet and with the 
papal coat of arms and the pres- 
idential seal engraved on the lid. 
He also gave the pontiff a silver- 
framed autographed photograph 
of himself. 


Pope Paul presented the Presi- 


dent 
a small reproduction of 


Michelangeo's Pieta, which Pope 
John had agreed to send to the 
New York World's Fair next 
year: a rosary for Mrs. Kennedy;

has stretched over 400 years. It 
is that fact 
which givcfc 
the 


treaty its place in history. 


Since the beginning of our po- 


litical activity in the Federal Rfc- 
public, it has been our intention 
to establish a lasting friendship 
between Germany and Prance, 
and to prevent situations in which 
the two countries once more could 
be layed off against one another. 


Both nations today present a 


firm bulwark against the threat 
to Europe from the East. • This 
friendship, too. is the prerequisite 
for any form of European cooper- 
ation. German-French friendship 
is the guarantee of peace in Eu- 
rope. That is a factor of great 
significance to the United States. 


For. as President Kennedy said 


here in Bonn, the United States 
was involved in both world wars 
because Germany and France 
faced each other as foes. I am 
absolutely 
convinced that 
this 


treaty will work out not only to 
the benefit of both peoples, but 
also to the benefit of all Europe, 
and of the peace of the world. 


So far as the content of the 


treaty is concerned, in a certain 
sense it constitutes a model of 
the content of a treaty which 
could introduce the first phase of 
a political community of Europe- 
ans. 


Q. Mr. Chancellor, you have 


guided German destinies through 
a remarkable recovery from the 
disastrous heritage of Naziism and 
war into a new historical era. 
What accomplishment do you con- 
sider most significant, most fun- 
damentally important, during this 
decisive period? 


A. A backward look at the past 


period of German political life in 
my opinion shows the greatest 
achievement in the time that lies 
behind is to have been the re- 
integration of the Federal Repub 
lie into the community of free na- 
tions. 


The German people feel grati- 


tude and friendship toward their 
allies and have made this feeling 
highly tangible. 


Q. For several years U.S. lead- 


ers have been concerned about 
the dangers of a nuclear arms 
race among 
the Allies, fearing 


that if France developed a nu- 
clear force a demand for such 
a force would arise also in Ger- 
many and perhaps in other NATO 
nations. Do you regard this as a 
serious problem? Do you feel that 
a multilateral arrangement, pro- 
viding for joint ownership and 
control of nuclear weapons, af- 
fords a permanent aljernative to 
national forces? 


A. The Federal Republic seeks 


no national control over atomic 
weapons. Our government has 
welcomed the project for a multi- 
lateral naval force armed with 
medium-range rockets., 


Within the realm of our capabil- 


ities we are ready to take part in 
this international project. I do not 
believe that other NATO nations 
will follow the example of France. 


Q. Another issue which troubles 


Allied relations is that of trade 
between the European Common 
Market countries and countries 
like the United States and Britain 
which are outside the market. 
Does Germany's long-range inter- 
est lie in lowering tariffs, or does 
it lie in a protective system of 
duties and quotas? 


A. The Federal Republic, within 


the framework of the European 
Economic Community, all along 
has supported a lowering of the
